the injury and damage which will be sustained by the owners 
thereof by erecting the said bridge, ^nd also the injury and da- 
mage which will be sustained by the owner or owners of said 
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lands and tenements so necessary to be taken as aforesaid, and 
having estimated the advantages as well as disadvantages which 
may be sustained by any owner or owners of such ferries, lands 
and tenemepts, shall make an appraisement thereof in writing 
under their hands and seals, and the same shall return^ together 
with, a map describing the metes and bounds of such lands and 
tenements, to the supreme court next after thef shall have agreed 
upon and signed the same ,5 and the said appraisement having 
been confirmed by the said court shall be filed in the clerk's of- 
fice of the said court with the map aforesaid, and the said pre- 
sident and managers and company, having paid to the said own-

J5f the General Assembly of the Commmwealih of Pennsylvania. 

• « ■ • 

i?rcsuidK THE people of the United St«ite8 by the. adoption of 

the federal constitution established a general government for 
special pui^oses, reserving to themselves respectively, the 
rights %iA wthorities not delegated in that instrument. To 
the compact thereby cireated/efich state acceded in its cha- 
racter as a state, and is a party ; the .United States forming as 
to it, the othet party. The. act of union thus entered into, 
being to all intents and purposes a treaty between sovereign 
states, the general government by this treaty was not con- 
stituted the exclusive or final judge of the powers it was to 
exercise; for if it were so to judge, then its judgment and 
not the constitution would be the measure of its authority. 

Should the general government in any of its departments 
violate the provisions of the constitution, it rests with the 
states, and with the people, to apply suitable remedies. 

With these impressions, the legislature of Pennsylvania, 
ever solicitous to secure an administration of the federal and 
state governments, conformably to the true spirit of their 
respective constitutions, feel it their duty to express their 
sentiments upon an important subject now before congress, 
viz. the continuance, or establishment of a bank. From a 
careful review of the powers vested in the general govern- 
ment, they have the most positive conviction that the autho- 
rity to grant charters of incorporation, within the jurisdiction 
of any state without the consent thereof is not recognized in 
• that instrument, either expressly, or by any warrantable im- 
plication ; Therefore,
